_ When the Fianna Fail Government came 
into office they were anxious to suggest in 
e possible way that they were increasin 
employment.

N inquest was held in Limerick this 
A evening by the City Coroner, Mr. J: 

S. McNeice, on the body of the boy, 
Thomas Moroney, who was Killed when a 
disused house in Palmerstown partially 
collapsed yesterday evening. 

James Moloney, Island Field, stated that 
at 4.50 yesterday evening he was in the 
vicinity of Palmerstown. » saw a number 
of boys in a disused house, and, as he knew 
it was a dangerous building, the witness 
advised them to leave. He had no sooner 
spoken to the boys when the floor collapsed. 
He ran into the next house, but returned im- 
mediately and rescued one boy. 

J. J. Harnett, Old Francis street, stated 
that he was with Moloney, Witness rescued 
a boy named Earls from beneath a beam. 


He saw the legs. of another boy protruding - 


from the débris, and witness helped to pull 
him out. i 

Guard J. White described the condition of 
the house after the crash, and the finding of 
the body of the deceased boy. 

Michael Keane, one of the four boys who 
had been in the house, stated that they were 
playing in the building. 


BOY IN TEARS 


At this stage the boy began to cry and 
was unable to continue his evidence. 

Dr. McDonagh, house surgeon, Barring- 
ton’s Hospital, stated that death was due to 
asphyxia. The air passages were choked 
with sand and mortar. . 

Joseph Earls, who was injured in the 
crash, stated that he was on the second 
storey when the floor went from under him. 
There was no barricade to prevent him from 
going in, 

To the Coroner—He was not pulling at any 
timbers. 


NEED OF BARRICADES 


The jury found that death was due to 
asphyxia. They added a rider that these 
vacant houses should be barricaded by some 
competent local authority. , 

Inspector Brazil said that on September 20 
the City Manager was communicated with 
regarding the. idle houses off Parnell street, 
with a view to having barricades erected. . 

The Coroner said that all the idle slum 
property should be barricaded, as it was im- 
possible otherwise to keep young boys from 
entering these dangerous bu dings.

Where Seasons Meet 


Notwithstanding the recent storms which 
have swept the countryside, it is surprising 
how many summer flowers are yet to be 
found flourishing gaily in sheltered nooks. 
The pleasant winding road that circles 
Lough Gill in County Sligo is gay with 
woodbine, contrasting pleasantly with the 
heavily-berried rowan trees, and the 
berries of the guelder rose. Little patches 
of bright spindle wood adorn the famous 
Dooney Rock, and in a sheltered nook a 
very early—or late—primrose pushes its 
way towards the autumn sunshine. In that 
sheltered neighbourhood it would appear 


as if all seasons meet on common ground ; 
for red holly berries gleam through hedge-

their best, promising a goodly food supply 
for the birds in the now not far distant 
winter.

The Swallows: Depart 


A countryman tells me that the 
autumnal nip in the air has caused the 
swallows. to concentrate their forces on 
telegraph wires and electric cables. These 
graceful birds have apparently lost their 
verve, and they no longer swoop through 
the air with joyous abandon. . They perch 
for hours at a time on the wires 
twittering and preening their feathers, 
Country folks: assert that they are 
depressed at the prospect of leaving the 
pleasant countryside where they spent so 
many happy hours. rearing. their young. 
But in all probability they are conserving 
their strength for the great flight to the 
sunnier climes of the South.

River Oysters 


A correspondent writes: At this season, 
when the thoughts of the gourmet are 
turned to oysters, I wonder how many 
people know that they abound in at least 
one of our Irish rivers.

Carlow some days ago, I rested near a 
bridge which spans the-River Derreen—one 
of the Slanéy tributaries—and am old man 
with whom I spoke ‘told me that oyster- 
fishing was an important industry there 
when he was a lad. The oysters were 
caught chiefly for the pearls, for which 
there was. 4 ready market. . Pearl-fishing 
was an important industry in the Slaney in 
the seventeenth century, and: ‘Colonel 
Solomon Richards, of Wexford, writing in 
this connection in 1682, says that the 
Slaney ‘‘ oaught to precede all the ‘rivers 
in. Ireland for its pearle fishing, for 
muscles are daily takem out of itt about 
fowre, five and six inches long, in which 
are often found pearles for lustre; magni- 
tude and rotundity not inferior to 
oriental, or any other in the world. They 
have lately been sold by a merchant that 
dined this day with me for 20s., 30s., 40s., 
and three pounds a pearle to the gold- 
smiths or jewellers of London. He sould 
twenty: lately for twenty broad pieces of 
gould, and a parcel’of small ones for 40 
pounds,”’ : 


Many. Inventions 


I have often been interested (writes a 
correspondent) in the report of some new 
invention or discovery, alleged tobe epoch- 
making in the preliminary announcement, 
but about which no further information 
could ‘subsequently ‘be obtained. Some 
years ago an American imventor was said to 
have discovered a ray which ‘would put 
people to sleep for a:time:at a great 
distance, but I-have never been: able to 
trace any demonstration of this beneficent 
soporific which might solve many 
problems. The more sinister death-ray 
has also been reported from time to time, 
but it has recently been stated on good 
authority that no death-ray exists capable 
of killing a wasp in a fair-sized room. Only 
the other day I read of a device for ex- 
tracting electricity from ordinary tap- 
water. The inventor, who hails from 
Denmark, claimed that sufhéient current 
could be obtained to revolutionise the 
transport of the world. Abdut-a™year ago 
a Soviet aviator is alleged to have flown 
some distance by means of a mechanical 
device operated by his own muscular 
power. Contrary to the opinion of his 
great predecessor, Leonardo Da- Vinci, 
Borelli. the Italian scientist, showed this 
to be impossible as far back as the seven- 
teenth century. Nevertheless, there are 
still those who contend that Leonardo was 
right and Borelli was wrong. The lot of 
the inventor, like that of the policeman, 
is not a happy one, and if some of them 
occasionally over-state their claims it 
should be remembered that many devices 
which seemed impossible in theory, were 
afterwards put into actual practice.

FAT CATTLE LICENCES 


STATEMENT BY THE 
DEPARTMENT 


The following statement was issued yester- 
day by the Department of Agriculture :— 
The Minister for Agriculture has been 


informed that fat cattle licences issued by 
‘the British Board of Trade under the Cattle 


(Import Regulation) Order, 1933, dated 
‘August, 1935, or any previous month, will 
not be valid after Wth September, 1935, and 
that in future fat cattle licences will be valid 
only for the montth for which they are dated 
and up to the last day of the next following 
month. 

Fat cattle owners and shippers should note 
that the validity of the licences is related to 
the date of importation into the United King- 
dom. ‘Thus, fat cattle shipped on the last 
day of a month that will not arrive in the 
United Kingdom until the first day of the 
following month carn be imported only if 
accompanied by licences dated for one or 
other of these two months. 

Any person who, after 30th September, 
1935, has- unused fat cattle licences dated 
‘August, 1935, or any previous month, should 
furnish particulars of same on a form to be 
obtained from the Secretary. Department of

been working on old dumps, and witness said 
that he thought they ought to work the lower 
gravels ' 


A DISAGREEMENT 


Mr. Stedman, a farmer, agreed to let them 
make a trial of the waste ground on his land, 
and Norman nned . there and found a 
quantity of auriferous ore. Norman was pro- 
vided with pumps, but was unable to go 
farther down than eight or nine feet as the 
ae Bn water logged. Mr, Briscoe then 
employed a boring company to bore and tube 
the place. After some time witness and Mr, 
Briscoa again went down to Wicklow and 
were told by the boring company’s official that 
he had gone down thirty-five feet, and had 
come upon rock, but he said he could not go 
through the rock. .Mr.Stedman then said, 
“i think you have been deceived, they have 
not tubed that boring.” When qhestioned, 
the official of the company admitted that he 
had not tubed, . Mr, Briseoe said, '' You have 
no’ performed your contract, we will not pay 
you.’ In subsequent. correspondence the 
company made the point that the prospectors 
had not made it specific that they: required 
tubing, and a process was issued, and witness 
said to Mr. Briscoe that he did not like litiga- 
tion and would he agree to him settling the 


case. Mr. Rriscoe said. ‘‘ You can do what 
you like.” Witness paid the money, and 
i Mr. Briscoe allowed him for it in the 
accounts. 


When the boring was done they knew that 
there was at least S5ft. of gravel, gold-bearing 
to eight feet, and the experts told them it 
must be getting richer deeper. down, but 
they did not know. It was useless to send 
the samples for analysis because the boring 
had not been done, 


DISAPPOINTED 


They had then spent well over £100, and 
£200 for both was his (witnessa’s) limit. 
Young Norman asked to be provided with 
equipment, and said that he would make the 
thing pay.. He was aceordingly given a 
grapple, sluices, quicksilver and other equip- 
ment at a cost of about £20, and was toid 
to work where he liked. Norman worked 
about three cubic yards of gravel, and Mr. 
Briscoe paid the men working for him. Mr. 
Briscoe took away the ore that they kad 
found, and. sent it to Professor Bailev, of 
Trinity College. The result of Professor 
Bailey’s examination showed that there was 
22 carat, and he told them that the value 
was between five and six shillings. He told 
Mr. Briscoe that many people had spent a 
lot of money in Wicklow, and that perhaps 
he would do the same. They were disap- 
pointed at the amount of guild found, but not 
so very much, seeing tint they had only 
worked about three cubic feet. The next 
thing that happened was that Mr. Briscoe 
came to him and said young Norman wanted 
£25 for his share—that he was clearing out, 


” : 


A THIRD SHARE 


“I said to Mr. Briscoe,” said Senator 
Comyn: ‘That’s very nice. He wants £25 
for his share in an application for a lease. 
You gave it to him for nothing. . 1 won't 
buy him out. Let him sell if he likes, and 
whoever buys will haye to pay his share on 
one-third. Don’t bu¥ him out; let him take 
his chance. My money is in this.’ ” 

“Some time alterwards,” .proceeded wit- 
ness, ‘‘ Mr, Briscoe showed me a letter from 
a solicitor threatening an action for recovery 
of Norman’s share. I asked Mr. Briscoe if 
he had’ agreed with young Norman to give 
him one-third share in the partnership. Mr. 
Briscoe said he had so agreed, and I then 
said: ‘ Very well, we will have to pay, and, 
finally, a release was drawn up.” 

Witness paid £14 5s. and Mr. Briscoe paid 
£14 5s., making £28 10s. in. all. They lodged 
the document with the Ministry and sent in 
an application in their two names. 

In the original application they were fo 
spend a maximum of £200, with royalty of 
24 per cent. In the second application, after 
conversations and various other things, they 
were induced to go a little higher, and the 


royalty was fixed at 4 per cent. 
At this stage Mr. Briscoe was not keen 
abont gold, but the Department were 


naturally very anxious that somebody should 
spend money in prospecting. There was 
something that he objected to in the draft 
lease, and he told Mr, Briscoe, but the latter 
said to let it go, and witness signed it, 


JEST OR EARNEST 


The engrossing was made out, and he also 
signed it. Later he met the Department's 
solicitor, Mr. Horan, and the latter said to 
him—he did not know whether in jest or 
earnest—he would sue Mr. Briscoe for specific 
performance to sign the engrossment. Wit- 
ness then went to Mr. Briscoe, and got him 
to sign the engrossment. He ought to have 
been asked for the rent and costs then, and 
they would have been paid. The rent and 
costs were paid after a month or six weeks 
when Mr. Briscoe adverted to the matter. 
“I have paid my share,’’ said Senator 
Comyn, ‘‘ and we owe no money to workman 
or trader in respect of this lease.”

MINERS AND THE MINE 


There had been the reference to the con- 
stant employment of four.experleneed miners. 
He thonght the economie geologist of the 
Department, Mr, Leyburne, had given the 
proper explanation of that. The clause only 
arose when a mine had been found. They 
could not employ a miner until they had a 
mine, and the object of the clause was to see 
that the lessee did not sit»down on the lease 
and do nothing. 

The next point was made that they did not 
make returns. That clause did not arise 
until there were minerals to be stirred, crushed 
and stamped 

Senator Comyn also said that in their lease 
there was a provision that the Minister was 
to inquire into their financial and technical 
resources before the full lease was made. At 
the time this lease was going through the 
Department another mining lease in which 
Deputy MacDermot was interested to the 
amount of £50 was under consideration. He 


respectfully submitted that the Committee | 


should send for that lease to Captain Paken- 
ham Mahon; and he believed they would find 
that there was in it no such clause entitling 
the Minister to inquire into the financial and 
technical resources of the lessees, ' 

“ I strongly protest against the idea that no 
person is entitled to a take-note unless he has 
got plenty of money. That is one of the 
reasons why I kept it down to £200. We 
have spent a good deal more than £200, how- 
ever, and we mean to spend more.” 

Referring to his workers he said that he 
paid the men five shillings a day and ten 
shillings a day for a ganger. Mr. Briscoe and 
he frequently went down to the mines, and 
their procedure was one day's field work and 
three days’ laboratory work. 


£80,000 TO WORK MINE 


Senator Comyn referred to the introduction 
into the concern of Mr. Sean Hayes, T.D., and 
Mr. Dan Breen, T.D. The former got an 
interest of five per cent, and the latter ten 

er cent. Mr. Breen then introduced his 
friend, Mr. D'Arcy, solicitor, “ who was in 
touch with money, and Mr. D'Arcy was to 
go to London and get a mining engineer. He 


| had no right whatever to sell the mine or enter 


into any contract whatever in regard to it. 
Soon after he went to London Mr. Briscoe and 
he (Senator Comyn) had an interview in

Senator MICHAEL Comyn. 


Dublin with a Mr. Heiser, who said he had 
spent a lot of time in Wicklow prospecting ; 
that he was an expert miner; that he owned 
a mine, and said he had £80,000 of his own to 
work their mine. 
were his associates, and Mr. Heiser mentioned 
Sir Harry Brittain, Sir Basil Clarke, Professor 
Holman (of the Royal School of Mines), a 
big Greek mining magnate, and an American 
friend. Mr. Briscoe afterwards said that 
Heiser had offered twenty thousand shares for 
a sub-lease, 


ENGINEER’S VISIT 


The. witness, however, said that it would be 
much better to give a sub-lease on a profit 
royalty of 6} per cent. and take £12,000 in 
shares. Heiser agreed. ‘* Then we heard 
from Heiser and some of his associates that 
they had bought a 250 h.p. engine; had given 
orders for the tubing, and that everything 
was being got ready to start work imme- 
diately. We made and signed an agreement 
on the 12th March. The agreement was made 
with these people on the basis that they had 
the money, and that they were not going to 
get it from the public.”’ 

Some time later, when they had suggested 
that Heiser should produce his money and 
the lease would be given to him, Heiser said 
his friends would not put up the money until 
a mining engineer reported, and Mr. Dunn, a 
mining engineer of great experience, came 
over, : 

Senator Comyn described an interview in 
a Wicklow hotel between Mr. Heiser, on the 
one hand, and Mr. Briscoe, Mr, Breen, Mr. 
Hayes, Mr. Noonan and himself, on the other. 
Heiser said then that in‘signing the agree- 
ment he had signed as representing Rizperget, 
and that he onght to have signed it as repre- 
senting Crusade Prospectors, He asked for 
permission to make the change, and they said 
that under no circumstances would they give 
him such permission. They afterwards met 
Mr. Dunn, and went to the junction of the 
Lyre and Goldmine Rivers. ‘‘ Heiser went 
into the stream panning.: Dunn and I were 
standing some distance away. Dunn said that 
he was not very interested in this river. So 
I said Heiser had not asked me where to 
pan, and I said the gold was in the fields. 
So Dunn called to Heiser to pan in the fields. 


SIX PIECES OF GOLD 


*“‘In the field Sean Hayes dug a panful, 
and Heiser panned it, It nearly fell out of 
his hand as he was finishing. There were 
six pieces of gold in the pan. And I think 
it was soon afterwards that Heiser said he 
wanted a glass of brandy.’’ (Laughter.) 

“Then they panned all around the place. 
They were coming up to Dunn and asking: 
“What's this worth, in the pan,’ or ‘per 
enbic yard.” Of course, he would not tell 
them. . He said that he would tell his 
employers.’’ 

Senator Comyn continued that Heiser and 
his friends remained in Wicklow three or 
four days. He asked Mr. Briscoe’what was 
keeping the men there. Then they discovered 
that Heiser had got certain geological maps 
from the Stationery Office. He (Senator 
Comyn) then looked at the geological survey. 
and, knowing the locality, he wrote down a 


list of townlands, and lodged the application 


with the letter of 25th April, 1935, of which 
a portion had been read. 


Senator Comyn complained that ‘‘ extracts 


perget. 


from the letter have been published and 
grossly misrepresented,’’ though he was sure 
it was not done wilfully. He referred to the 
paragraph in which it was stated that money 
for the enterprise should “ rather be sub- 
scribed for abroad ” than within the Saorstat 
on account of the “ highly speculative 
nature ’’ of the enterprise. 


BASIS OF AGREEMENT 


Senator Comyn said: “ We felt that then; 
we feel it now, and we stand over it.” This 
is the meaning of it: Here are people who are 
men of eminence in the financial life of 
London, expert mining engineers, a professor 
of the Royal School. of Mmes, a mining 
magnate from Greece. They say: *‘ We have 
£80,000, and we will form a company with 
Vag 

The Chairman—Was it Heiser said that om 
their behalf? 

Senator Comyn agreed, and said: ‘‘ That 
was the hasis upon which the agreement was 
made. Certainly, let them subscribe it all. 
so long as it is not a public company.  f 


have always objected to the formation of 
a public company. Heiser and those 
with him ‘professed to know more | 
about the area than we did. The 


reason I would not have a public company 
was this. I was not sure that the gravels 
lower down were as rich as the gravels on 
the surface. - Experts said they would he 
richer, but the boring was defective. We 
could not be sure, however, and I would not 
consent to a public company on_ that 
account.”’ 

Senator Comyn proceeded that they gave 
Heiser a licence to set up a mining unit. 
Heiser had suggested that, to get them to 
consent to a public company, he would 
himself put up £20,000 to start one unit, and, 
if that was a success, they would work the 
rest. The unit was not: worked, how- 
ever. Instead they got a telegram asking 
them to meet Heiser and Mr. Harrison, a 
financial associate from Belfast. 


£200,000 UNDERWRITTEN 


The Senator described in detail an inter- 
view between Heiser, Harrison, Briscoe and 
himself in a private room of the Gresham 
Hotel. Harrison said he had bought from 
Heiser the lease of the gold in Wicklow for 
£50,000 in fully-paid up shares, £10,000 in 
cash, subject to a 64 per cent, royalty. He 
(Harrison) proposed to start a company; he 
said the whole amount, £200,000, was under- 
written in cash, The firm was Harrison, 
Sugden and. Cole, of Australia House. 

“I told Harrison: ‘You have bought a 
lease from a man that did not own it,’ 
(continued the Senator). We never authorised 
him or anybody else to sell it, or to set up 
a public company.’’’ “Harrison said to 
Heiser : ‘ What sort of-man are you? These 
men (Senator Comyn and Deputy Briscoe) 
are inclined to give you a fair show. Can 
you possibly get rid of the commercial sharks 
yon have gathered around you?’ ”’ 

After this (the Senator continued) Harri- 
son and Heiser went down to see the mines, 
Mr Briscoe and Mr. Breen accompanying 
them. Then, in the Dail, the witness saw 
Mr. Smith and Mr. Summerfield, and Sum- 
merfield asked: ‘‘What happened between 
you and Heiser?’’ and he asked Summerfield 
what interest he had in the business. Sum- 
merfield said he was a shareholder in Riz- 
The Senator asked him how he got 
the shares, and Summerfield said that he got 
them in lien of shares, or an interest he 
had in Crusade Prospectors. When Sum- 
merfield said this witness told him to get the 
advice of his solicitor, and Smith said to 
Summerfield: ‘‘You are all right.” He 
‘ge Senator) ‘said-them: ““h “he as all right, 

will have nothing more to do witli this 
conversation,” and Summerfield said: “ You 
will hear more about this. You are not 
finished with us yet.” 


£250,000 COMPANY 


The witness produced a copy of a prospec- 
tus for the formation of a public company to 
work the mines. This document had been 
handed by Mr. Harrison to Mr. Briscoe, It 
was proposed to be a £250,000 company, the 
shares being divided. into 2,500,000. two- 
shilling shares. The directors mentioned 
were Professor Holman and Mr, Heiser, and

Chairman—Do you still believe that Mr. 
Heiser had friends who were prepared to put 
up £80,000 ?— When he asked for leave to put 
up a £20,000 plant.I thought that some of 
them were not. standing I believed that 
the men had the money, and I made the 
agreement in that belief. Mr. Heiser pro- 
duced to us credentials from scme creditable 
people. tas | i 

Senator Comyn then read a letter from the 
High Commissioner for Australia stating that 
for igo ate saor co pe had ‘been 
actively engaged in gold and gem-mining in 
entrain: “Mr.” Briscoe” had also met Sir 
Harry Britain and Sir Basil Clarke in con- 
nection with the matter. 

Chairman—Did they indicate that they 
were prepared to. put up £80,000 for the 
flotation ot this company ?—They. did, but 
they indicated most of all their surprise that 
we knew that this place was so valuable. 1] 
think that ‘probably Mr. Heiser wanted to 
get quick money. We were to make nothing 
at all unless the mine was a success. 

And I take it that you objected to a private 
company to the extent of £200,000 !—There 


was never a suggestion of that. 


What interpretation did you make on the 
statement by Mr. Harrison, the solicitor, to 
Mr. Heiser, to 
Heiser was a mining man, and my belief 1s 
that he had collected around him a great 
many people who wanted to get. money for 
nothing. 


AN IRISH SECRETARY 


Do you know if any people in Dublin or in 
Ireland were interested in Reisberget ?—I do 
know one man. There was an Insh secre- 
tary. a Mr. Noonan. I know others now, bus 
I did not know of them at the time. 

Were the shareholders in Reisberget to 
benefit at all by Heiser’s proposal that he 
was to get £10,000 in cash and £50,000 shares 
in a £200,000 company ?—I do not know, be- 
cause I scotched the whole thing; but from 
a short conversation I had with Mr, Sun- 
merfield I felt that he was disposed to sup- 
port Mr. Heiser. 

All the shareholders in Reisherget were to 
benefit by the £10,000 that Heiser was to 
get ?— Yes, 

Did anyone ever approach you about, that, 
agreement ?— No. 

Have you any idea of what the shareholders 
of Reisberget thought of that project ?--I 
have not. We had a bargain with them, 
and if they had kept their bargain we would 
have kept ours, Harrison also said to 
Heiser: ‘You are trying to, get money on 
the names of these two gentlemen.”’ 

Heiser made an arrangement with you and 
Mr. Briscoe that you were to get a royalty 
of 24 per cent. and shares to the nominal 
value of £12,000, and subsequently Heiser 
sought to arrange a deal with some people 
in London by which he would get for his 
interest in your lease £10,000 in cash and 
£50.000 in the shares of a public company 
of £200.000’—Yes, if we were fools enough 


to submit to such a company. 
NO CHARGES 


Can you say if your refusal to have any- 
thing to do with this company had anything 
to do with the publicity that has been given 
this lease that was granted to you and Mr. 
Briscoe ’—I make no charges, but Mr, Sum- 
merfield made the statement: “ You will 
hear more about it.” T am not making any 
charges against anybody. 

Chairman—How does this project between 
yourself and Mr. Heiser and the other share- 
holders. of Reisberget now stand ’—The 
agreement provides that they were to form a 
company within six months; that they would 
send men down; that they were to produce 
£80,000, and that when they produced the 
£80,000 we were to make them a sub-lease. 
They have not produced the £80,000, and we 
have not made the sub-lease to them, and the 
six months have expired. 

Chairman—Then. the agreement 
voided ?— Well, I say so. — 

Are they carrying out any work for you 
down there?—We gave them every sort of 
facility. We took their word they had men 
working there, but 1 have not seen them. 

NO REPLY 

Is this agreement in existence at all ?—I 
say not. 

Is any work being done by Heiser under that. 
agreement 7—When that agreement was signed 
we’ sent it to the Department. We got a 
demand from the Department asking us to 
furnish returns, and in order to enable us 
to furnish the returns our solicitors sent a 
communication asking them if they were 
doing anything. They sent no reply, and 
their secretary told me they would not reply. 

You have rights over this particular land ?— 
I have. ' 

So far as you know, is Heiser or anybody 
acting on his instructions trespassing on this 
land ?— They would not be exactly trespassing. 
Ou one occasion Heiser asked me for a 
licence, and I gave him a licence to work 
as our agent. That is a licence at will, and 
so that that he could say he was working 
under that licence. 

Have you taken any action to revoke that 
licence ?—F rom the moment this thing started 
we have done nothing until this Committee 
reports. : 

Chairman—You regard the proposals to 
exploit this mine as a good ‘proposition 
financially ?—Most certainly I do. 

You recollect Dunn s report, in which 
he indicated that the profits would be = 
proximately 414 per cent. per annum; de 
you believe that?—Yes, and I will tell you 
why. Mr. Dunn made a report on the basis 
that pannings would turn out one colour. I 
had myself seen six colours in one pan, That 
means six shillings per cubic yard, and he 
valued it at 11 pence. I was told, in 
fact, that these shares were underwritten 
and subscribed. 


NOT A MINING PEOPLE 


Do you think you could get capital in 
this country to exploit this mine ?—-Well, we 
are not mining people. If twenty, forty, or 
sixty per cent. is made by shareholders it 
is all very well. There is no blame to 
Michael Comyn, but if by any chance the 
deeper gravels are not as rich as the others 
and if we get no profits, then Michael Comyn 
started a company and got people’s money. 
I will not have that. : 
_Chairman—Do you think it would be pos- 
sible to get money for the project in this 
country ”—Í do, but they will not get public 
money over my- signature. They will not 
put: my name into any prospectas, though | 
will pnt my own money into it. 

Chairman—If it was a matter of allowing 
foreign investors to get 414 per cent. profit, 
where would your feelings lie in the matter ?— 
My anxiety was to get them to put up 
£20,000 and to work one unit. If they pué 
up £80,000 and worked three units, that is 
only. three townlands—only a small part of 
the Wicklow goldfield: There’ would be 
plenty of other feud available, 

Chairman—lf Mr, Dunne’s report is to be 
believed that there was 414 per cent. profit 
pee annum to be made, then in two and a 
lalf years the original capital would be 
repaid, Js that not the kind of scheme most 
people would say ought to be conserved for 
nationals of the Free State’—I made up my 
mind I would have no public company long 
before I met Mr. Dunne, and even now I am 
not prepared to consent to form a public 
company, or the importation of public money 
either from Ireland or abroad. 

Chairman—You believed this project was 
worth selling for the consideration being paid 
to you?

THE BORING 


Senator Comyn—When I believed it was 
worth selling, I was not prepared at any 
time to invite public subscriptions, though I 
was prepared to risk my own money. The 
red. Fa defective. I was not sure of what 
was down at the bottom. If it was a ques- 
tion of the gravels at the top, then it was 
not & mining proposition at all, but a com- 
mercial proposition, ' 

Answering the Chairman, Senator Comyn 
said that in the light of the report made by 
Mr, Dunne, who was a mining engineer of 
great experience and high character, he con- 
sidered that the £12,000 worth of shares it was 
proposed to: allocate to him in the company 
to be formed were valuable. 

The Chairman asked him to state what the 
lessees had‘ done to the deposits to justify 
their claiming~that they had seal some 
kind of service, 

Senator Comyn—The lessees have found the 


get rid of the sharks ?_-Mr. 
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gold. A proposition that was worthless has | 
now become of great value because of what | 
the lessees have done, 

Do I take it that you consider your good 
luck in finding the gold was such as to 
justify you in accepting £12,000 worth of 
shares in a company, plus a royalty of 2) per 
cent “—Í do. And if I had not spent £5 
on the area, and if I had found the gold, I 
would consider that 1 was entitled to the 
benefit of my contract. You will remember, 
sir, that the economic geologist said that 
even now he considers the terms which were 
received by the Government were good terms 
—-namely, 4 per cent., or half.of what we 
might get. 

The witness explained how, in his opinion, 
the State would benefit, and said that the 
State would claim also their share of the 


£12,000 received from the sub-lease. 


STATE’S CLAIM 


Chairman—tTherefore, the lessees, in their 


approach to Heiser, had in mind the fact that 
the. State might make a claim against the 
£12,000 worth of shares offered to them ?—I 
had it in mind; and there was some sugges 
tion from the Department that they would 
want to participate. . | ; 

Do you accept that suggestion ”— That, is 
another day’s work; I am afraid 1 would 
have to, but I will haye to fight. 

You will be compromised in your fight by 
the answers you have given to questions put 
to you to-day’?—You asked the questions, 
and I considered it my duty to answer them. 

If the undertaking made very substantial 
profits the State rights in the matter are 
limited to sharing the royalties with you? 

Senator Comyn indicated that the State 
would share the moneys obtained by the 
lessees from the sub-lessees, but that what the 
sub-lessees earned was “a different matter.” 
It was a question of profit on the investment 
of money. 


CLARE PHOSPHATES 


Mr. Costello, K.C.—Your activities in 
phosphates in Clare had come to ah end before 
vou took up gold-mining?—They have vot 
come to an end yet, and I have great hopes 
that this year | will. send 50,000 tons of 
phosphates. Certs nly 1 will if there is a 
war. 

The Wicklow find is your first excursion 
into gold ?—I+t is not my first knowledge of 
gold in Ireland. | 

Because of a casual remark. you made this 
excursion into gold?—There was nothing 
casuai about it. We found gold in Wicklow, 
I was invited to Wicklow by a person who 
had great interest in the employment of the 
people in Wicklow. I had considerable prac- 
tical knowledge of prospecting for minerals, 
but I did not know very much about geld. 

And Mr. Briscoe knew much less ’—But we 
found it at Woodenbridge 

Neither you nor Mr, Beiscoe had any great 
knowledge technically of the miming of gold? 
—We had not. 

Mr, Briscoe knew Mr. Norman (junr.) 
before you were acquainted with him ?7—Yes. 

He was introduced to you as a person: of 
technical knowledge ?—From what he said I 
thought he had some technical knowledge, | 
thought he was a smart young fellow. 


“THE VOCABULARY ” 


Without any great knowledge of gold?— 
He had what you might call the vocabulary. 
He had all the words. . 

But none of the practice?—I do not sup- 
pose that he had very much. 

But he was able to talk’—He was. He 
was a good boy, I would like to give him 
a chance. 

This young man armed with his vocabulary 
went down to Wicklow to look for gold for 
you and Mr. Briscoe Yes, at £2 5s, per 
week, ‘There is reality about that. 

Mr. Costello—Nothing came of the boring ? 
—Well. we found that there was auriferous 
gravel, and that it was at least 35 feet in 
depth.

Emigration and the Empire 

Great Britain is beginning once again to 
consider the possibilities of migration as a 
means to solve the problem of unemploy- 
ment. A national conference on the 
subject has been called by the Lord Mayor 
of Newcastle, and already it has revealed 
most of the advantages that would derive 
from such a policy, and the various 
obstacles which so far have hindered its 


realisation. Concerning the wisdom of a 


settled scheme of migration from the 


crowded areas of the British Empire—in 
effect, from Great Britain herself—to. the 
sparsely populated areas—in effect, all the 
overseas Dominions and dependencies, 
with the exception of India—there can be 
little doubt. Great Britain to-day is over- 
populated to a formidable degree. It is 
true that, according to expert researches, 
her population will begin to decline in the 
near future, and will continue to decline 
until, before the end of this century, it will 
be scarcely more than two-thirds of the 
present figure. That prospect, however, 
affords little comfort to the statesmen of 
to-day. There is good reason to believe 
that, however British prosperity may 
increase from now onwards, the roll of un- 
employment never again will fall below a 
steady million or million and a half. A 
country cannot continue indefinitely to 
support so huge a mass of unemployed 
men: even if it were ready to shoulder the 
expense of their maintenance, the effect on 
the nation’s moral fibre would be corrupt- 
ing.

Great 
Britain, having overcome her own Crisis, 
finds that her trade is beginning to flourish 
again, while all the other countries, even 
if their problems still are large, recognise 
that stability is the first condition if they 
are to be solved. A good example of this 
attitude of mind is provided by France. 
Since the end of the Great War she has 
allowed her finances to get out of hand to 


headed a nation, and by the beginning of 
this year she had drifted into a very 
dangerous plight. Her Budget was in a 
chronically unbalanced condition, and in 
the five years from 1930 to 1934 the tota! 
deficit amounted to 27,617,000,000 francs. 
The danger was realised by the French 
people, but they showed a remarkable 
reluctance to take any steps towards a 
remedy, and the French Parliamentary 
system did not encourage any great sense 
of responsibility in the Chamber of 
Deputies... M. Laval, with admirable 
courage, decided to face the unpleasant 
facts. Realising that stability must be 
secured at all costs, he has put into force 
some very drastic measures of economy. 
They have not been popular—a policy 
which involves so many salary ‘‘ cuts "' 
hardly could be expected to be popular— 
but there are signs that France is pre- 
pared to accept them loyally, and, if they 
are allowed to bear their fruits in peace, 
she will not be disappointed. Certainly, 
great sacrifices will have to be made. The 
Budget estimates for 1936 show a reduction 
in expenditure of about 7,500,000,000 
francs, and such a reduction will rot be 
obtained without an effort quite as great 
as that made by Great Britain to remedy 
The French 
Government, however, realises that the 
British effort. was worth making, and M. 
Régnier, the Minister of Finance, hinted 
in a message to The Times on Tuesday 
that France definitely has been inspired 
by Britain’sexample. She has learned that 
an unbalanced Budget is very serious, and 
that the uncertainty which results from it 
can be an insurmountable barrier to the 
return of prosperity. That barrier is to 
be removed, and, although there are other 
problems to be overcome by France and 
by every other country before the evil 
effects of the last War can be made to 
disappear. everything points to the fact 
that they are being mastered.

Remote Control 


A devilish torture has been devised by 
the headmaster of a Viennese school.

As the tragic moment arrives 
when tiny Fred is led away to be torn to 
pieces by his new friends, it is only the 
headmaster’s assurance that Fred is more 
to him than a brother that enables the 
parent to be parted from her young. Fred’s 
view of the attachment, however, is 
different. In his first council of war with 
the headmaster Fred, by subtle innuendo, 
has been persuaded that the longer he is 
able to postpone a second ‘meeting the 
better it will be for him ; and that, taking 
it by and large, ‘‘the headmaster’s 
personal influence ' is a thing to be 
avoided like the plague. Everyone profits 
from this understanding.

The 
system, indeed, seems so delightful that we 
are at a loss to understand the Vienna 
schoolmaster’s revolutionary innovation. 
Admittedly, the loud-speaker installation 
will permit him to make a two-day speech 
on any subject that attracts him without 
interruption or opposition; but if it is 
aimed conscientiously at an improvement

MUSSOLINI

CALL FOR UNITED ACTION 


The belief that Mussolini will not go on 
with his Abyssinian project if Great Britain 
and other European Powers—even without 
France—combined to tell him that they would 
cut, off communications and would not, allow 
the bombing of villages was expressed by Mr. 
Lloyd George at Bristol yesterday at an area 
convention of the Council of Action for 
Peace. 

Abyssinia, he said, had belonged to the 
Abyssinians for thousands of years, and Italy 
wanted it. It was just as much a dispute as 
when Jezebel demanded Naboth’s vineyard. 
We should stop this business, and he would 
do it in association with those who were pre- 
pared to co-operate. 

France was hesitating. Her attitude was 
dominated by her fear of Germany. She was 
supremely anxious not to canal with any- 
body who was prepared to come to her assist- 


ance, | 

I should be very doubtful, he added, if 
France will take sufficiently strong action to 
deter Italy from perpetrating this outrage. I 
understand that France is prepared to en- 
force mild economic and financial sanctions—- 
not the slightest use. But France is not ‘he 
only country in the League. All the countries 
of Europe, except France, are quite prepared 
to combine in imposing any sanctions which 
we are prepared to take the lead in enforcing. 
My opinion is that if you had all the 
countries in the League who are prepared to 
impose sanctions acting together, the force 
would be so overwhelming that Mussolini 
would come to the conclusion that it was 
not worth while proceeding.” . 

Mr. Lloyd George went on to say that 
we had the force at our disposal. The thing 
that frightened them most in Rome was 
when we sent our Navy there. They were 
‘scared, he said, I should most definitely 
say to Franee:—‘‘It is quite clear that you 
are not going further than economic sanc- 
tions. You do that, but if the rest of Europe 
comes with us we will use the force at our 
disposal to cut, off communications, and not 
allow the bombing of women and children.

LORD CRAIGAVON’S CALL TO 
SCHOOLS

ISCOUNT CRAIGAVON, speaking at 
the opening of the Avoniel Public 
Elementary School, Belfast, to-day, 

said he looked with much seriousness upon 
the terrible toll of motor car accidents, not 
vnly in the city, but throughout the whole 
of Ulster, He wondered whether a very 
special effort could be made through the 
medium of their elementary and other schools 
really to make it one of the most important 
lessons of the day that children must give 
great care in these days of such rapid transit 
on their public roads. :

“TI can assure you,” he proceeded, “ that 
Ulster is not going backwards or standing 
still, She is progressing, going on step by 
step with every other part of our Empire. 

“ This afternoon we have had another ex- 
ample of the wav in which the Government 
is working hand-in-hand with the local 
authorities in order to provide ample facili- 
ties for the education of the children. We 
are most. anxious te co-operate in 
the most cordial manner with all the authori- 
ties, and all the committees and sub-com- 
mittees that are working towards the one 
end. We may differ as to the means in which 
to attain the end, but so long as the end is 
attained the means are a mere trifle, and can 
be adjusted. : 

“I do hope that the pessimistic classes 
who are finding fault unnecessarily, and are 
causing a disturbance from time to time in 
regard to argumentative matters, would take 
a Brighter outlook on the future of Ulster.”

From a rapid inquiry in League circles 
it may. be deduced, reports the Havas cor- 
respondent, that ths Emperor: of Abys- 
sinia’s request for the dispatch of neutral 
observers to Ethiopia has little chance of 
a favourable reception. It is considered 
that this would not lead to the appease- 
ment of the two parties, and that such a 
mission could only be exercised with 
difficulty, in view of the distance of Abys- 
sinia, the vast expanses to be surveyed, 
and the nature of the ground. 

According to a message from Addis 
Ababa. there is no foundation for the re- 
port that Emperor Haile ‘Selassie has or- 
dered a general mobilisation. Seven 
thousand troops with fixed bayonets, to- 
gether with anti-aircraft and Red Cross de- 
tachments, paraded at the Palace this 
morning. ‘hey were rehearsing their 
parts in the big Mascal—a big feast held 
to celebrate the close of the rainy scason— 
which is being held at the end of the 


week. 


ALARMING INCIDENT 


An incident which is causing some alarm 
among foreign residents occurred in one 
of the main streets of the capital to-day. 
A German airman named Kernsten was 
walking with a compatriot in one of the 
principal streets of the city, when an 
Ethiopian soldier suddenly began pelting 
them with large stones, thinking they 
were Italians. 

The incident is disquieting as an indica- 
tion that, if war breaks out, the more 
ignorant among the Ethiopians may regard 
all foreign residents as enemies. “It is, 
however, known that the Negus intends to 
take all possible measures for the protec- 
tion of foreigners in Ethiopia. 

The Governor of Gondar, in Abyssinia, 
has ‘assembled: all traders, and forbidden 
them to carry, on any commerce with 
Eritrea, according to a Djibuti telegram 
published in Rome. The order for this 
action, it is alleged, came from the Govern- 
ment of Abyssinia, and. is interpreted as 
meaning the closing of the frontier. 


LIONS ESCAPE 


Five of the Emperor’s lions escaped 
from their cages in the palace grounds this 
afternoon and roamed the streets of Addis 
Ababa for some time. 

They killed one man who made an effort 
to capture them, and broke into a stable, 
killing two fine Arab steeds. A dozen. 
sheep also were dispatched, and the 
population were in a state of panic. 

Two hundred men of the Imperial 
Guard turned out on a big game hunt, and 
all five lions fell to rifle fire.

The report says that a recent develop- 

ment which may offer the best hope of 


| securing a substantial increase in the pro- 


duction of oil products from coal is now 
making progress in the country. 


SIX MILLION GALLONS 


The work on the construction of the first 
commercial scale plant for the production 
of motor spirit from coal by the hydro- 
genation process, begun in 1933, was first 
designed to treat coal only, but was ex- 
tended to treat creosote and low tempera- 
ture tar as well, and by the middle of July 
six million gallons of first-grade motor 
spirit had been marketed. 

If the results of this commercial scale 
experiment prove satisfactory, it is added, 
there is obviously a wide field in the 


‘country for the further development of the 


process, for the present rate of motor 
spirit consumption is approximately 1,200 
million gallons a year. 


MORE COAL RAISED 


An increase of nearly 13% million tons 
of coal raised as compared with 1933 is 
recorded, and is attributed largely to in- 
creased home industrial activity. 

The average number of persons em- 
ployed in the industry was less than a 
thousand fewer than in the previous year. 

The annual report of the Chief Inspector 
of Mines states that 1,073 people were 
killed by accidents during the year.

The Skegness, owned by the Trident 
Steam Fishing Company of Hull, was on 
her way home from the fishing grounds, 
when fog appeared upon the water, and 
within an hour the wind had freshened to 
a gale ot unusual strength and fury. The 
first indication that she was in trouble was 
a wireless message picked up on his own 
set by a Filey fisherman :—‘ Skegness 
calling all stations, Am grounded, but am 
not in immediate danger.” This message 
was picked up shortly after dark on T'ues- j 
day night. By the time the gale had 
sprung up there was heard the message: 
‘Skegness calling all stations.” 

The wind imereased in. violence, and was 
accompanied by blinding rain and 
heavy seas. Three ‘ lifeboats were 
launched, but owing to the seas they 
could not come near enough to the 
Skegness to give assistance. A rocket ap- 
paratus was conveyed across the fields 
and up to the cliff top. It discharged five 
rockets, but the lines were blown back by 
the gale. As the storm increased the 
Skegness, which till now had been seen 
lying on an even keel, was forced on to 
her side. Soon after midnight watchers 
from the cliff could see a light in her 
wheelhouse. The last information from 
her was received at about three o’clock 
a.m. The searchlights from the cliff 
showed little of her, save the wheelhouse, 
above water, and it was believed that the 
crew still were in the wheelhouse. Her 
funnel appeared to have been broken and 
carried away. ‘The crew were helpless. 
Even if it had been possible to fire a line 
to the trawler any member of the crew 
who attempted to make it fast would have 
been carried away by the combined force 
of sea and wind. . The crew found it im- 
possible to seek safety in their boats, as 
these would have been dashed to pieces 
on the rocks. 


THE RESCUE EFFORTS 


Mr. Ben Jenkins, of Filey, told of the 
efforts made to reach and help the 
trawler’s crew. ‘‘In blinding rain,” he 
said, ‘‘ we struggled along the rocks, but 
we could not find her. We went up on 
the top of the clifis and continued our 
search, and eventually found her at the 
foot of the high Speeton cliff. Time 
after time coastguards. fired _life- 
lines towards .the ship, but not one 
reached her: In the howling gale 
they were blown back. The wind 
was so high that it was. impossible 
to stand. We had to crawl to the cliff 
edge. All the time we could see that the 
crew of the Skegness were huddled together 
in the wheelhouse. One of them had an 
electric flash Jamp, and _ continually 
signalled to us. These flashes ceased just 
before 4 a.m. By that time the Skegness 
was lying on her side. 1 believe her 
funnel had been carried away. Crowds 
of people gathered on top of the 
cliff hoping to be of assistance; but 
it seemed hopeless. We could not 
reach the crew of the Skegness from 
the land or the sea. After repeated 


down, quite close to the wreck, with the 
anchor fastened. - 

While the calls from the Skegness were 
being heard by a number of Scarborough 
people on ordinary wireless receivers, two- 
way communication was established with a 
trawler at Scarborough. Skipper W. 
Normandale, of the Nordale, which is laid 
up with a damaged stem as the result of 
a collision at sea, heard the Skegness re- 
port herself aground. He replied, and the 
Skegness decided not to have a lifeboat 
sent at that stage. At about 11 o'clock, 
however, an urgent 8.0.8. was received by 
Skipper Normandale, and as a result the 
Scarborough lifeboat was launched. That 
was some time after both the Filey and 
Flamborough lifeboats had gone out. 

A body washed ashore yesterday had a 
lifebelt on, and a line, believed to be one 
of those sent by the Speeton rocket 
apparatus, tied round the waist. When 
one of the life-lines was hauled in there 
was an overcoat fastened to it, suggesting 
that a man was being saved when he 


slipped through. 
FILEY LIFEBOAT REPORT 


A Filey lifeboat report states This is a 
very tragic case, in which three lifeboats 
went to the assistance of a vessel and could 
not locate her. Ultimately tlie vessel 
became a total wreck, and a crew of eleven 
were lost. It is understood that a message 
was received at about 9 o'clock on Tuesday 
night that she was in difficulties, but that 
lifeboat assistance was not required. The 
Coastguards located her, and could see her 
lights, and from 9.30 to 10 15 p.m. wireless 
messages were sent out and picked up by 
local receiving sets. These messages de- 
manded urgent assistance. The Coast- 
guards suggested that the Flamborough 
motor boat. would get to the vessel in 
quicker time than we could, and we 
communicated with Flamborough, who 
promised to launch right away, and the 
Coastguards were so informed. Twenty 
minutes after, Flamborough had launched 
a signal was seen by us from the vessel, 
and so we decided to send the Filey boat. 
We did not locate the wreck, and we re- 
turned.

He has made his reputation in less than four- 
teen months. Only three hours before the 
fight Louis was married to a Chicago typist. 


BAER’S FIRST &K.-O. 


Baer was floored for counts of nine and 
four in the third round, and the blow which 
brought the contest to an end was a terrific 
right. He struggled to one knee, but was unable 
to rise, and when he failed to continue a noisy 
section of the crowd evidently thought he had 
quit. They voiced their disapproval by 
boohing the former champion. In fact, the 
crowd was so dumbfounded at the ending 
that they scarcely had a cheer for the winner. 

Baer said afterwards that he has fought his 

last fight, and that he will retire to a ranch 
in California. ‘This was the first time he had 
been knocked out in his career. He loaved a 
worse sight than when he lost his world Vitle 
to Jimmy Braddock. : 
' Louis, on the other hand, was unscathed. 
His comment to Reuter after the fight was: 
‘‘He hit me hard to the head with a right, 
and then with two terrific blows soon after 
the bell went for the first round. They made 
me feel in fighting trim.”’ 


FIGHT DESCRIBED 
FIRST ROUND. 


Both began cautiously, Louis sparred with 
his left, and then fell into a clinch. Louis 
tried to hit with both hands, but failed to 
land. Max replied by attacking with both 
hands to the body. Louis scored a left-right- 
left to the jaw, which caused his man to 
redden. Louis followed these blows up with 
two left jabs and a right hook to the head. 
Baer tore into Louis, but took a right on the 
jaw. This produced a savage expression on 
Gear's face, They sparred carefully for a bit, 
and then Louis got home a left hook. . 

Baer covered up and then advanced ineffec- 
tively. Baer was bleeding from the nose 
badly, but he landed a left-right to the jaw. 
Both slugged away hard at each other, Louis 
out-fighting Baer, who, however, only 
laughed. Hé changed his tune a few moments 
later when Louis battered him in a corner, 


from one terrific left hook. 

Baer waved to the crowd from a sitting 
position. He got up at the count of two. 
Louis landed a right to the head, and a 
stinging left hook again put Max on the 
floor, the bell saving him from a knock-out. 


FOURTH ROUND. 

Louis jabbed away. Baer was still afraid 
to let himself go. The negro landed a hard 
blow to the stomach and then a left-right 
and left to the head. He also scored to the 
body, and worked Baer to the ropes, where 
he hammered away at him with both fists. 

Baer looked worse than in his fight with 

Jimmy Braddock. This round was a very 
slow one. Baer was bleeding from the lip 
as well as the nose. Louis continued to 
poke Baer’s head back with left jabs. Then 
another terrific right hook Féach, Baer. 
_ This time he took full count while kneel- 
ing on one knee. The blood was streaming 
down his face. The end came after 2 minutes 
50 seconds in this round. 


LOUIS TO VISIT EUROPE 
NEW YORK, Wednesday. 


While the whole of New York is talking of 
nothing but the fight and the American news- 
papers are praising Joe Louis as they have 
rarely praised anybody in the past, Louis has 
- ieee to ean for a foreign tour, including 

ingland, Kurope and South America, under 
the promotion of Mr, Mike Jacobs, 
moter of the Baer-Louis fight, 

Jacobs stated that he would journey abroad 
with Louis after matching him with the best 
available opponent at the New York Coliseum 
in November in a charity bout, Louis’s 
opponent would probably be Walter Neusel, 
if the latter beats Primo Carnera. 

While in Europe this winter, Jacobs in- 
tends to fix up a 15-round contest between 
Louis and Max Schmeling, to be held in New 
York next June, the winner to meet Brad- 


dock for the title the following September.
